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Cheap Money For Construction 


The Dominion Government is asking 
parliament for authority to lend up to 
$30,000,000 to municipalities, with which 
to carry out self-liquidating improve- 
ments or projects. Parliament, beyond 
any doubt, will grant the authority. 

A loan up to $250,000 may be made to 
any municipality, whatever its population. 
Where loans in excess of that amount are 
asked for, the basis will be approximately 
$3 per head of population. That is to say, 
a city of a million people would be eligible 
for a loan of $3,000,000. 

To avoid conflict with provincial 
authority, a project for which a loan is 
sought must be approved by the Provin- 
cial Government concerned, and repay- 
ment guaranteed by the province. 

The interest rate on loans will be 2 per 
cent, interest and an instalment of the 
principal being payable every six months 
It is expected the loans will run, on the 
average, about ten years.

Edmonton is one municipality to 
| which this loan offer is a veritable wind- 
| fall. Nowhere in Canada are 90,000 peo- 
ple living in more congested conditions. 
On a basis of normal housing accommoda- 
tion the city is over-populated to the ex- 
tent of at least 10,000. And the popula- 


| tion is growing steadily. 


Private enterprise, for whatever rea- 
son, has failed to supply the needed living 
quarters, and there is a present shortage 
of two thousand houses or more, A muni- 
cipal housing project been on the 
program for a year, held up by lack of 
money. 

The money is now to be made avail- 
able, and thé housing scheme can be put 
under way with little further delay. The 
low interest rate of 2 per cent will permit 
the building of houses which can be sold 
or rented on terms within the reach of 
people of moderate means. 

Given the co-operation of the provin- 
cial legislature in passing any necessary 
legislation and approving the project, the 
city council should be able to get con- 
struction going in a matter of weeks, and 
have a fairly large number of new houses 
ready for occupancy by the time winter 
closes in again. 

Council has been waiting to find out 
the particulars of the loan plan, which 
Hon. Norman Rogers forecast a couple of 
weeks ago. Mr. Dunning has made these 
details clear enough for practical pur- 
poses, and council can proceed at once to 
negotiate with the Provincial Government 
for the necessary co-operative action and 
with the federal Government for a loan. 

On the basis of its population the city 
is entitled to ask for a loan of at least 
$250,000, sufficient to build a hundred 
houses of the low-price type.

Southern Hemisphere Crops 
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Your Health DR. PRANK McCOoY 


This article is going to be a lesson on how 
you may correct weakness of the spinal muscles 
by self-treatment. 

An important factor which leads to the de- 
velopment of different diseases is weakness of 
the muscles attached to the vertebrae of the 
spine. Because of our highly evolved civiliza- 
tion and the fact that many of us no longer 
labor with our hands, all of the muscles of the 
body are likely to have deteriorated. This, of 
course, weakens the spinal muscles, which hold 
the body upright and keep the bones of the 
spine in their normal positions. 

When these muscles are weak, as yours are 
likely to be, they can only be strengthened by 
vigorous exercise. Practically any kind of 
work which we do at the present time is incap- 
able of developing a normal spine. This point is 
particularly important for the housewife, most 
of whose duties tend to keep her in a bending- 
over position. In her case, spinal exercises are 
especially beneficial in maintaining an attrac- 
tive appearance of the body because they help 
her to straighten up. As the strength of the 
back muscles develops, the entire posture im- 
proves, with the body being carried more cor- 
rectly, and many physical functions being im- 
proved thereby. 

There are literally thousands of my readers 
who are victims of spinal weakness and who 
would benefit in every way by strengthening 
the spine with the following exercises: 


Lying Face Downward 


1, Clasp hands behind neck—then raise 
head, shoulders and elbows as high as possible, 
at the same time raising both legs, and keeping 
knees stiff. 


2. Raise and lower right and left legs alter- 


nately—keeping knees stiff. 

3. Arms extended straight over head—raise 
arms, head and shoulders, at the same time 
raising the legs and keeping the knees stiff. 

4. Hands pointing straight over head—raise 
arms, shoulders and head, also raise the’ legs, 
keeping the knees stiff. Inhale as you rise to 
this position, and exhale as you return to 
original position, 

Next, separate the hands to the distance of 
®about two feet, and raise and lower as before. 
Then extend hands straight out from shoulders 
and repeat. Hands at the sides—repeat as be- 
fore. 

5. Arms extended straight out from side, 
with palms pointing downward—bring the right 
foot over and touch left hand, bending knee and 
twisting body as much as possible, but keeping 
the chest and arms flat on the floor. Return to 
original position, and repeat with left foot, 
touching the right hand. 

Take these exercises both morning and eve- 
ning, slowly at first, and doing each one two or 
three times, and increasing as your strength 
permits. After several weeks, fifteen minutes 
of vigorous exercise in the evening will be all 
that you need to keep the back muscles in good 
condition 

As the back muscles and the 
stronger together, you will note a great in- 
crease of endurance. Your posture will im- 
prove and your step will grow lighter and more 
confident. 

As you read this and get the picture in your 
mind of a perfect spine, resolve to do the exer- 
cises necessary to make that picture come true. 
Start doing them tonight.

Questions and Answers 

QUESTION—Mr. T. L. D. writes: “Kindly 
advise as to the most likely cause of a pain in 
the centre of the abdomen, just below the 
navel. For several months I have had an occa- 
sional pain in this location, but recently, it has 
become severe and continuous.” 

ANSWER: There are several different 
causes capable of producing the symptoms you 
describe. Among the possible causes are: In- 
flammation of the transverse colon, prolapsus 
of the stomach, an irritation of the small intes- 
tine, the beginning of umbilical hernia, ob- 
structive co , ulcerative colitis and the con- 
dition known as Lane’s Kink. I could not at- 
tempt to tell you which cause is present with- 
out first examining you. The best plan is for 
you to see your doctor as soon as possible,

ANSWER: A potato consists of approxi- 
mately 75 per cent water, 2 per cent protein, 
20 per cent carbohydrate (principally starch), 
1 per cent fiber and | per cent mineral matter.

TEST PRESSURE GAUGE 


Be sweé that the top fits perfect- 
ly and is held tightly in place by 
clamps or a heavy band. Pressure 
cookers are usually of aluminum, 
but some of those now on the mar- 
ket are tin-plated ‘ron, These are 
heavier and require more careful 
handling to prevent melting the tin 
plate. The top and cooker cannot 
be ground to fit, as the aluminum

Economically, Japan is a ship- 
wrecked sailor in an open boat— 
but with a fair-sized cask of water. 
The nation catches a little rain- 
water in the form of gold produc- 
tion and some export revenue. But 
mainly it is living off its stores and 
will not sight land until the China 
war ends. 

Japan grew fat while others grew 
lean in the years from 1931 to 1934 
which brought depression to the rest 
of the world. With cheap labor and 
cheap goods she flooded world mar- 
kets. The reserves accumulated in 
those days are financing her war 
today. 

The empire's gold production 
operating under full steam, is about 
$75,000,000 a year.
